5. (Amended) A method according to claim 3, wherein the user's access to the 
game of skill via the key data is controlled by reference to one or more of the types of 
characteristics data. 



8. (Amended) A method according to claim 6 wherein the time restriction 
includes a predetermined initial time period, the key data not being valid for attempts to 
access the game once the player has accessed the game for the initial time period. 

37. (Amended) A method according to claim 33, wherein the memory also 
includes quantitative value data indicative of a value of the card. 

40. (Amended) A method according to claim 38, wherein the quantitative value 
data is stored on the server, and not amended in the memory of the physical token. 

41. (Amended) A method according to claim 37, wherein the access to playing 
the game on the server is limited on a time basis.
